{New York Sun:] Two women of so- 
cial prominegce in London have decided 
to open a laundry. Lady Essex, one 
of the leaders of the smartest set in 
the English capital, is said to be at the 
head of the enterprise, and associated 
with her is Mrs. Williams, who is also 
conspicuous socially. 

This is one branch of business which 
women both in this country and abroad 
have fought shy of. They have become 
milliners, florists, dressmakers and res- 
taurant keepers, but the idea of wash- 
ing and ironing for a living has de- 
terred even the most courageous of the 
sex from attempting to conduct what 
might be called a society laundry, to be 
patronized exclusively by the wealthy 
and offering first-class work at rates 
more than double those usually 


charged. 

One New York woman, it is true, en- 
gaged in a scheme somewhat similar 
about fifteen years ago. begi 
a small way and by degrees enlarging 
her establishment until she is today 
the n of one of the most suc- 
cessful establishments of the sort in 
the country. 

Women take p all sorts of money- 
making schemes with the idea of earn- 
ing a 8 from the culture of violets 
and the raising of p and chickens 
to more important endeavors, but. the 
esthetic vocations appeal to them 
more strongly than practical enter- 
prises, in which the ld undoubtedly 
obtain more pecuni success. 

In laundry work the chances of ac- 
cumulating a competency are far 

ter than in the overcrowded pro- 
essions, in china painting or violet 
growing. Laundry work is a necessity 
and good laundry work is scarce the 
world over. Even in Paris, famous for 
its laundries, there are loud complaints 
of late on account of the increase of 
machine laundries. 

Intelligence is about the only quality 
necessary to begin this work. one 
successful woman propri¢tor of a la 
laundry in New York admits that she 
made her beginning with one servant 
and did not even understand how the 
work was done. 

She had a determination to succeed, 
however, and today she lives in a 
handsome residence of her own in one 
of the fashionable uptown blocks, is 
associated with various social charities 
and clubs and her children are finish

prefer to keep my connection with 
mv laundry work a secret, at present,” 
she said; “that is, from the general 
public. I am not in the least ashamed 
of the fact that I embarked in such a 
business, for, in the first place, I have 
miade a success of it, and then I have

conceal.

Boon get 4 woman has the same idea 
about this branch of domestic service. 
It is considered the most menial task 
and only the very poorest-and, unfor- 
tunately, the least worthy sort of 
women go out to do laundry work or 
it in, as a general thing. The re- 
sult is that it is never rated as among 
the possible vocations for women. 
“In the ‘first place, 
ordinary 


family may be taught to sew and to 
sweep, to dust and to cook, but the 
washing is given out, or else done by 
servants. — 

“This very fact makes the feld an 
open one for women anxious to embark 
in an original enterprise. Every one 
knows how difficult it Is to get good 
work in the usual public laundry. 
Acids are used, the drying is imper- 
fectly done and clothes come home 
worn out and discolored, while fine gar- 
ments and laces are ruined very 

“I know all this now, but I did not 
when I began. It all just happened. as 
the children say. I was left a widow 
with three little children to support as 
well as myself. I had no business abil. 
ity and no means, except the very bar- 
est which would enable me to Hve until 
I obtained employment. 

“I had the usual accomplishments 
and thought of music teaching and of 
school teaching and of sewing as a 
means of gaining a livelihood. But 
first I had to dispose of my household 
belongings which were too fine for my 
new circumstances. 

“I had a good stock of fine table 
linen and bed linen, the old-fashioned 
kind that is not common today and my 
own personal friends purchased thie 
and went in raptures over the perfect 
way in which it was done up. The 
color was perfect, the folding neat and 
exact’ and the gloss on the linen was 
the kind that adds so much to the ap- 
| pearance of good linen. 

“IT explained that this was the work 
of the colored servant who had lived 
with me from my marriage and who 
had lived with my mother before me. 
She was a strong, middle-aged woman, 
a perfect cook and laundress. 


chasing friends that she would like 
this woman to take a place with her as 
laundress, for she had a very large 
weekly wash and had incompetent help 
in this particular. 

“J promised to look up the woman 
in her southern home, to which she 
had returned with all the regret of an 
old and faithful servant when I-was 
obliged to part with her. a 

“In the mean time, another friend 
of mine with a business turn of mind 
suggested that I take back the woman 
and advertise for high-class laundry 
work, for which I could charge a rea- 
sonable price and which I could have 
done in my own kitchen. 

“T went about and talked up the idea 


to send me all their fine washing. I felt 
the task a little bit, but not much, for 
1 had the children to think of, and 
then everyone was very kind to me. 
he woman, Martha, was only too 
giad to return to the cit¥Y and I made 
a bargain with her to pay her more 
as the work in In fact, she 
really did share my profits during the 
first year. I had just sold out my 
home furnishings and now I was 
obliged to get another home much 
smaller and with as cheap a rent as 
I could find. 

“Martha and I together selected a 
small flat away uptown, with a good- 
sized kitchen and splendid facilities 
for drying on the old-fashioned pulley 
lines. It was considered very far

Most of the first work was sent to 
the house and sent for when finished, 
for you ‘see; as I say, ple were dis- 
posed to be kind. en they were 
so delighted at the work which we 
turned out that they wanted to in- 
crease the prices they paid. Just im- 
agine that! 

“Now when I look back to those 
days I realize that I must have been 
brave. But somehow I did not real- 
ize it at the time. I just felt thankful 
that I had been able to make out and 
I spent no time in repining over 
changed conditions. 

“On the contrary, I can say with 
truth that I found that work one of 
the greatest antidotes for my sorrows. 
When come to me who are in 
trouble nowadays I always advise them 
to get at work at something that will 
interest them. Even when they com- 
plain of ill-health, sometimes, I advise 
them to find occupation which may 
keep their minds the trouble. 
“Sometimes they do not understand, 
for they have not had my experience; 
but I know that I should have been 
overwhelmed if I had not just for- 
gotten everything in the task I had

“By degrees I- went in the kitchen and 
studied the manner in which Martha 
did her work, for I confess I knew 
nothing of the practical side of it. 

did make the things look pretty by 
tying them in separate bundles with 
dainty ribbon and pulling out fine lace 
so the pattern showed, and all this 
proved an excellent advertisement and 
made me many new customers. No 
one objected to paying more for good 
work of this kind. 

“Then Martha had a method of doing 
up fine handkerchiefs, dipping them in 
very thin, cold starch before troning, 
which made them look like new han 
kerchiefs each time they were washed. 
Soon we found ourselves famous in a 
small and select circle of customers— 
too famous, as it proved, for we en- 
countered our first difficulty, that of 
obtaining trustworthy help to meet 
the increased work.

AUTHORS ABROAD. 


PESSIMISTIC PROPHECIES OF 
GEORGE MOORE. 
Correspondence of The Times 


LONDON, April 15.—Literature in 
general is going to smash, and English. 
and French literature in particular, for 
George Moore has sald so. Listen to 
this from a letter he has just written 
to his friend, T. P. O'Connor: “I ad- 
here to my opinion—Pater was the last 
English prose writer; Swinburne is the 
last English poet. The large languages 
are used up. The English and French 
languages have produced three har- 
vests—a ‘sixteenth and seventeenth- 
Century harvest, an eighteen-century 
harvest, and a nineteenth- century har- 
vest. No language can produce more. 
A language is like a field—it wears out. 
The German and the Russian lan- 
guages have produced only one harvest 
each; they may produce a second har- 
vest if journalism has not sterilized 
these guages. The hope of any fu- 
ture literature or any future art is a 
very slight one.“ The brilllant author 
of Sister Theresa is in such a reck- 
less mood that he is even willing to 
foretell the future. He says: The fu- 
ture world will consist principally of 
eight-roomed houses, and a universal 
language which the newspapers are 
preparing, and here and there amid 
those endless suburbs there will be a 
museum in which will be collected the 
art of the old world, and wretched be- 
ings who have outlived the age of 
beauty will pass the turnstiles and 
read the inscriptions.”

Simpson Auditorium, where the 
opening ceremonies were held, is a 
standing tribute to the decorator’s art, 
as bedecked for the occasion. Its 
three-tiered circular interior lends it- 
self Teadily to the tic touches of 
the flower worker. o be sure, there 
was little need of (and less room for) 
artificial beautifying yesterday after- 
soon, so extensively and honorably was 
it adorned by that ornament to her 
sex, the club woman. Inside the great 
hall the scheme of color is the simple 
and effective one of green and white, 
executed in magnolia foliage, aspara- 
gus fern and callas. The trailing smi- 
lax adds its dainty charm, clinging to 
and swinging from the white pillars 
in verdant content. 

The floral piece de resistance is the 
immense ecreen of fern and lilies 
strung across the back of the platform. 


It forma a harmonious« background 
for the fair delegates. Spreading 
branches of pafins are lightly banked 


on beth sides of the organ. Over all is 
a slender triple arch, floating the white 
and gold ribbons of the convention. 

Callas and. magnolia leaves are 
massed solidly against the face of the 
gallery and balcony. Large bunches 
of these wax-like lilies with their heavy 
leaves, finish the top of each villar. The 
cool, restful blend of green and white 
might signify the everlasting verdure 
of the friendship and the purity of aim 
of the federated clubs. scarcely- 
concealed home-made-jam bottles 
which hold the flowers in water are 
possibly there, to remind people of the 
order’s contention that America’s club 
women are America's home-makers. 

The annex is a fairy bower of vines 
and flowers. Wild mustard blossoms 
and pepper boughs in berry shed their 
glory and perfume on the scene. A 
single jar of yellow poppies is seen, 
otherwise California’s gorgeous emblem 
is congpicuous by its absence. 

From the annex the way of the weary 
leads to the ~ delightfully-improvised 
rest room. Here divans, chairs and 
settees covered with rich Indian 
blankets and mats invite the tired 
clubite to refresh herself under the 
shade of the palms. The budding palm 
bough ani blood-tipped Spanish bayo- 
net mingl2 their bloom in peace in this 
secluded nook. A green reed basket 
holds a wild tangle of Mariposa lilies, 
their blue-white and ruby-set corollas 
offering a vignette of beauty to the 
jaded eye. Indian-made baskets of 
acacia, new gilded by the brush of 
spring, are grouped with artful negli- 
gence against the palm-trimmed posts. 
Yellow holds sway over the entire dec- 
orative scheme. In the far corner of 
the room a vigorous bush of jasmine 
is blowing its gilt trumpets and dis- 
tilling fragrance: Foliage plants in

OPENING CEREMONIES. 

The doors of the Auditorium were 

thrown open shortly before 2 o’clock 


the delegates .were in their places. 


At 2:15 o’clock Rebecca Douglas 
Lowe, president of the General 
Federation, followed by Henry T. 


Gage, Governor of California, Meredith 
P. Snyder, Mayor of Los Angeles, Mrs. 
J. E. Cowles, president of the local Bi- 
ennial board, and other representatives 
of the federated clubs, appeared on the 
rostrum. This was the signal for ap- 
plause. For five minutes more there 
followed the buzz of conversation, while 
delegates were still arriving and get- 
ting seated. Immediately, also, after 
the entry of the distinguished party, 
the great auditorium organ broke forth 
with a burst of royal melody, drowning 
out the sound of rustling silks and hum 
of voices. . 

At 2:30 o’clock Mrs. Lowe rose, gavei 
in hand, and gently smote the table 
before her, at the same time request- 
ing the convention to come to order. A 
hush fell over the assembly, and the 
president then invited members of the 
executive staff and advisory council to 
take seats upon the platform. While

DEAN OF THE CALIFORNIA CLUB 
WOMEN A VISITOR. 

‘ —— — ; 
(Illes Mary K. Culbertson of New York 
Tells How the First Ladies’ Club of 

California Was Formed Twenty-five 

Years Ago. 


Miss Mary K. Culbertson, who is here 
from Gpneseo, N. v., to attend the B- 
ennial Convention, is the mother of 
women’s clubs on the Pacific Coast. She 
Was the first president of the oldest 
cllib in California, the Ebell of Oakland, 
founded in 1876, and was the first to 
organize it on the lines of class work 
which are now followed by women's 
clubs. Since her residence in New York 
State she has been identified with 
women's clubs there, and though well 
along toward eighty years of age, is 
bright and full of interest in everything 
new in her line of work. She is staying 
with relatives at No. 476 Benefit Cou 
Pasadena. 

She took a good deal of pains yester- 
day to explain that wer club was not 
the first one organized in the Golden 
State, but it was the first one organ- 
ized tnat that did not die. That was 
in Oakland in December, 1876. A week 
previously a club had been formed in 
San Francisco, but the climate did not 
agree with it and it is now only a mem- 
ory, while the Oakland club has flour- 
ished on the parent stem. 

“It was in December. 1876, that Dr. 
Adrian Ebell, a traveler and lecturer, 
inepired the ladies of Oakland with the 
idea of forming ‘The International 
Academy,’ as he called it. He was in 
the city to lecture, and women became 
quite interested in his descriptions of 
travels. He offered to take a number 
of ‘adies to Germany and to other 
places of interest, himselfas guide to 
explain what was seen. He did, in 1878, 
escort a party across the water and 
dropped dead of heart disease at the 
pier at Hamburg. After that we 
changed the name of our club in honor 
of his memory to “The Ebell Club.’

FRUIT INTERESTS. 

Craw on Parasites. " 
Alexander Craw, State Quarantine 
Officer, writes to the agricultural editor 
of The Times, taking issue with the 
conviction of the late farmers’ club 
convention at Pomona upon the ques- 


tion of beneficial insects. is letter 


reads as follows: 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 15, 1902.— 


;[Agricultural Editor Times:] From the 


fact that Prof. Cook received no re- 
sponse at the Pomona meeting to his 
request for information as to the value 
of beneficial insects, outside of the 
Vedalia cardinalis, in subduing in- 
jurious orchard pests, it is very evident 
that orchardists soon forget some of 
their experiences of the past and can 
only remember the troubles of the 
present, 

As The Times has considerably in- 
creased the scope of Prof. Cook's audi- 
ence, it gives me an opportunity to re- 

y. Our early orange growers remem- 

r the large Wolfskill orchard of 
nearly two thousand trees, on land 
that is now nearly the center of the 
city of Los Angeles. At the time the 
trees commenced to bear no scales nor 
other pests were known in Southern 
California, and the trees were bright 
and clean. Soon after, that the “soft 
brown orange scale,” Lecanum he 
peridum, was introduced into the or- 


chards and gardens of: Los Angeles 


and spread with great rapidity. Or- 
ange trees were killed by that scale, 
and the growers were sorry they had 
planted an orange. Years passed and 
the remedies at that time were of no 
avail in checking that pest. Finally 
two intern-parasites, Coccophagus le- 
cani and Encyrtus flavus, were acci- 
dentally introduced and the scale dis- 
appeared. We still have both parasites 
and it is seldom we find that scale in 
sufficient numbers to cause any dam- 


age. 

‘When the late L. J. Rose of San Ga- 
briel planted a small Japanese orange 
tree on his beautiful Sunny Slope es- 
tate he had no idea of the great loss 
the small yellow scales—Aspidiotus 
citrinus—on the leaves. would cause 
him and other growers of the State. 
The celebrated Sunny Slope avenue of 
fine old orange trees was cut back to 
the large limbs and scrubbed, but still 
the scale remained and spread until 
its natural check—Aspidiotophagus 
citrinus—from Japan, was introduced, 
and no one is alarmed about the yellow 
scale. In fact, the Horticultural Com- 
missioners do not consider it of suf- 
ficient importance to order the disin- 
fection of trees that show ‘traces of 
the “yellow scale.“ 
ably remembers the unted appear- 
ance and sparse foliage of infested 
trees when he came to the State. Even 
in Riverside and San Bernardino 
counties, wh a scale of any descrip- 
tion is fea the yellow scale is left 
to the care of its natural enemy. 

Again,the San José scale’’—Apidiotus 
perniciosus—that a few years ago de- 
stroyed the deciduous orchards in por- 
tions of the State is only occasionally 


‘found even in districts where no spray- 


ing or other artificial methods -have 
been taken, for several years, to de- 
stroy it. The gradual disappearance 
of that pest is caused by the work of 
o small internal parasitic fly, Aphelinus 
fuscipennis. This little parasite is now 


“well established, according to Prof. W. 


Johnson, in Maryland. From one 
twig four inches long infested with 
“San José scale.“ Mr. Johnson bred 
1478 internal parasites. 

Is it possible for either of the six 
species of imported parasites we now 
propagate for the ‘“cottony cushion 
scale“ to increase in such numbers? 
The reason, or one of the reasons, why 
the Vedalia and its co-laberers are so 
well known and frequently referred to 
is they are conspicuous, whereas the 
majority of our internal parasites are 
nearly microscopic and are very active 
in their movements apd on the wing. 

The filthy brown apricot scale“ 
Lecanium arm cum—that was such 
a serious pest prune, peach afd 
Apricot trees in Santa Clara county 
a few years ago, is causing no dam- 
age now owing to its internal parasite 
fusca. Dr. L. O. Howard 
took samples of infested twigs to 
Washington and upon examination he 
wrote me that every scale was parasi- 
tized. The miealy bugs, fourteen or fif- 
teen years ago, were plentiful in a 
of orange orchards in Los 
Angeles. I hear nothing of it as an 
outdoor orange pest in that district 
now, as its internal parasite—Rileyia 
splendens—reduced its numbers. 1 
have seen “mealy bugs” so numerous 
in the ¢lsters_of oranges that they 
cased the fruit to drop. 

Twenty years ago the large greenish 
grasshopper-looking insect—Katydids~— 
did considerable damage to the tender 
growth and bloom of orange trees. It 
is seldom seen now, owing to the in- 
ternal egg parasite—Eupelurus mara- 
bilis. I could refer to other insects 
that are held in check by insect éne- 
mies, but the above will help to recall 
tome of our former scares. 

At present the State Board of Horti- 
culture is experimenting with other 
imported species of beneficial insects 
that promise good results in subduing 
some of our present injurious scales. 
It is not advisable, however, to aban- 
don artificial methods until we know 
positively how they will act in their 
now home. We know, however, that 
the Insects are a perfect success in 
their native countries.

e is setting in when 
sugar will de refined in the factories 
in which it is produced, i.e., in plants 
ter near the domestic cane and beet 
elds, instead of the big refineries upon 
the seaboard. To split up an operation 
into two, which naturally should be 
made in one, is a waste 
continued under modern methods of 
working on close margins. The trust's 
supply of cheap raw sugar will be ma- 
terially curtatled unless it is success- 
ful in securing Cuban sugar free of 
duty, because sugar can be more eco- 
nomically refined at the point where 
it is produced. 
Hence, if it cannot crush the beet- 
sugar industry, there is nothing left for 
the trust but to go into the beet-sugar 
business itself, and that seems to be 
what it is now doing. To obtain a 
monopoly in this field, however, will be 
found a more serious task than to con- 
trol the supply of foreign sugar by 
means of the tariff. ‘ 

It is not improbable that the action 
of the trust was influenced more or 
less by the resolutions of the bounty 
conference at Brussels, which d 
to do away with the sugar bounties. 
The effect of this resolution, if carried 
into effect, as it no doubt will be, must 
be the extension of the domestic mar- 
kets to the sugar producers of Ger- 
many, Austria-Hungary and ice; 
and a material reduction of the quan- 
tity of sugar available for export. 
Even with the prospective increase of 
sugar production in Cuba, there must 
be a rising of the value of sugar in 
the markets of the world when the 


enormou: surplus of the European beet- 
sugar factories is for the greater part 


withdrawn from them. 

When this change begins to make 
itself felt, the American sugar trust 
will have to pay higher prices for 
raw sugar, and the enormous profits 
it now makes will be material cut 
down. By that time it will seem more 
ecomonical to raise beets and 
sugar at home, and refine. it in the 


ory. 
It will be about two years before 
his condition will be reached. The 
abolition of the bounties will not go 


into effect until rearly that time, and 


the trust is making hay while the sun 
shines. It timed its tariff bill for the 
reduction of the duty on Cuban sugar 
to run about twenty months, so it will 
approximately cover the period for 
which the European bounties will re- 
main in force. During this time the 
profits of the trust will be swelled to 
giganti: proportions by the gift of this 
20 per cent. of the sugar duty, which 
Congress is making to Mr. Havemeyer 
and his associates. When the change 
comes the trust will be in a position to 
meet it with that perfect equanimity 
which is engende by the possession 
of money chests filled to bursting.—

THE POULTRY YARD. 
Practical Poultry Points. | 


The census reports say that in the 
States which reported the value of 
poultry and eggs produced in 1899, it 
was from about one-twelfth to one- 
sixth of the total value of all farm 
a ranging from 8.1 per cent. in 

aine to 16.7 per cent. in Rhode Island. 
Of the total value of all animal prod- 
ucts it formed from about e-fifth 
to one-third, ranging from per 
cent. in New Hampshire to 7.2 per 
cent. in Delaware. 

The ratio between the value of the 
poultry and that of the eggs produced 
during the year is worthy of note. The 
egg production was worth 68.1 per cent. 
of the value of both egge and poultry 
produced in Maine, more than 60 per 
cent, in other New England States, 46.1 
per cent. in New Jersey, and 45 per 
cent. in Delaware. 

A comparison may be made between 
the increase ir. the production of eggs 
during the ten years from 1880 to 1899, 
and t increase in the ‘following 
ten years, 1890 to 1900. The increase 
during the former decade in Maine 
was 33 per cent.; in the latter, 42 per 
In New Hampshire—former, 51 
In Mas- 


cent. 
per cent.; latter, 39 per cent. 


sachusetts—former, 36 per cent.; latter, 


45 per cent. Rhode Isiand—former, 29 
per cent.; latter, 59 per cent. In New 
Jersey—former, 20 per cent.; latter, 49 
per cent.; and in Delaware, Muring the 
former decade, 56 per cent., "and in the 
latter, 61 per cent. 

Those poultry keepers who try to 
force their hens to lay during the 
winter when eggs are selling at high 
prices, and then use their eggs in the 
spring to hatch out chickens, really 
have no right to find fault if they have 
a large share of infertile eggs. The 
forcing process, or without it, the 
8 of the hen has so redu 

er vitality that her eggs must be in- 
fertile, or the germs so weak that the 
chicks die in the shell, or still worse, 
they linger along, dying when young, 


or if kept alive by care, are so lacking 


in what we usually call strong consti- 
tutions that they grow and mature 
slowly. All of these conditions may 
be found in-the eggs of the same hen 
if she has been producing eggs freely 
during the winter’ months. Whether 
this trouble comes most frequently in 
the eggs of the pullet that begins to 
lay in thd fall, or the older hens that 
begins tof lay at the same time, w¢ 
have no data upon which to decide, 


and perhaps it is about equal in each. 


While we would not select or even

Raising Calves on Skim Milk. ae 


A subscriber asks directions for rais- 
ing calves on separator skim milk. 

As soon as the calf is born, take it 
from the cow. Milk the cow and f 
the calf two quarts of the warm milk. 
Feed it two quarts twice a day of its 
mother’s milk for from ten days to 
two weeks, depending some on the 
vigor of the calf. You can increase the 
milk to three quarts’ by this time if 
the calf is vigorous. In making the 
change to skim milk, conimence by 
taking out a pint of the new milk and 
addingapintof sweet skirnmed milk for 
three or four feeds; then take ouf an- 
other pint of the new milk and add 
more skim milk and so on until the 
change is made. When a few days old 
you may add a tablespoonful of dried 
blood and slowly increase this to one 
tablespoonful at 2 weeks old. Keep 
the calf in a dry, clean, well-ventilated 
pen, and give it all the sunlight and 
pure air you can. As soon as it be- 
gins to take solid food, place some oats, 

meal or fine bran in a box in its 
— 1 also a handful of fine, well-cured 

and see that its stall is cleaned 
out every day and well bedded. Calves 
should be watched closely during this 
early period. One should always use 
a measure for the milk, and be sure it 
is fed warm. As the calf grows older, 
the milk may be gradually increased. 
When calves are doing well, they will 
usually go way lie down as 
soon as fed, but if they stand around 
and hang their heads they are usually 
troubled with indigestion. The t 
treatment for this is to reduce ‘the 
amount of milk, and be sure it is 
warm and from a clean vessel. e 
wish the readers of this department 
would try dried blood. The longer we 
It seems 
to keep the digestive tract in fine con- 
dition, besides it has a high nutri- 
ment value. We have three calves, 3 


months old, that we put on dried blood 


and skim milk at 3 days old, and they 
have done remarkably well, and have 
never had any bowel trouble, and have 
thriven well from the start.—[Prairie 
Farmer.

LARGEST SAFE. 


Hinges Alone Weigh Tons, but ‘a: 


Child Can Manipulate It—It Contains 
Many Thousand Deposit Boxes. 


[New York World:] At a cost of | 


$185,000 a downtown safe-deposit com- 
pany has just completed a stee! vault 
fifty-three feet six inches wide, thirty- 
eight feet, six inches deep, and eight 
feet six inches high—the largest in the 
world. 

The entrance to this great flre and 
burglar-proof room is fortified by 
a gigantic circular steel door. This 
monster barrier, behind which will re- 
pose millions, was hung in place yes- 
terday, and although it weighs 42,000 
pounds, and the hjnges themselves tip 
the scales at several tons, the work- 
— fastened it in place without trou- 

e. 
To all purposes it is not much more 
than a gigantic toy, for a child can 
swing it back and forth. This ik made 
possible by well-oiled ball bearings, on 
which it acts. The door, which is eight 
feet in diameter and twenty-four 
inches thick, is made of Remington 
special and chrome steel. 

Around the outside of its circular 
edge are a groove and tongue that 
interlock with the jamb into which it 
fits, and when its twenty-four three- 
and one-half inch bolts have been 
shifted into place, it presents an im- 
penetrable surface. 

Controlling the bolts are a four- 
movement mechanism, and seventy- 
two-hour time lock, either of which 
will open the locks.
